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DETAILED ACTION 

In the response dated 9-23-05, the Applicant has elected Group II (18-38) without 
traverse. Non-elected claims 1-17,20-23,25-28, and 39 are cancelled. Claims 40-58 are 
newly added. 

Pending claims 1 8-38 and 40-58 are examined below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 18-38 and 40-58 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Jahns et al. (6,558,382). 

Jahns discloses methods of creating transmural lesions (col. 7:64-66, col. 8:57- 
64) in the heart, including endocardial or epicardial tissue (col. 4:62-64), using suction 
(col. 1:10-15; col. 2:43-46; col. 12:62-65), mapping (col. 3:48-61; col. 9:61-62), 
percutaneous/extravascular access (col. 12:51-57), intravascular access (col. 5:43-45 - 
"closed heart ablation procedure";), a cannula (col. 20:2, col. 24:33 - "port-access 
approach"), ablative elements (22, col. 5:1-3; 422; col. 9:14-30), and ground elements

(23, col. 5:12-17; 423; col. 9:14-30) all with references to different heart chambers (col. 
4:60-64); "within the body cavity" [of the heart] includes heart chambers (atria, 
ventricles)), and the coronary sinus (col.
